ON THE JURY. 

The foreman of the jury was Frank 
Dare, New Lisbon, Ind., a retired 
farmer. All the other jurors were 
farmers or country merchangs. 

Immense crowds assembled in the 
streets about the Federal building 
when the verdicts Were being returned 
and when the prisoners were brought 
out, each handcuffed between twe 
deputies, the street became so clogged 
that police had to force the people 


HANDCUFFED. 

As they emerged handcuffed on the 
top steps of the building with gray- 
haired Frank Ryan, his face scamed 
with care, In their lead, the group of 
prisoners stood between two colossal 
marble statues representing Liberty 
and Juatice. The scene was bathed In 
a golden winter sunlight. ‘The crowds 
looked up but were silent. 

Silence, too, attended the prisoners 
as in a file almost a half-biock long 
they marched linked to their Keepers 
toward the Marion County Jail. The 
people looked from upper parts of 
bulldings, from the windows of street 
cars and from the sidewalks but there 
was no demonstration. For five blocks 
the prisoners thus marched throury 
the, streets to reach the jail in the 
southeastern section of the city. 

William A. Gray, Philadelphia, 
counsel for Michael J. Cunnane, said 
no attempt to get bail would be made 
today, as Ne believed it would be use- 
lemme. 


He said, however, that an appeal 
on a writ of error ‘would be made 
Monday and that bail, pending 
hearing of the appeal, would be 
quested. 

When the jury had left the room, 
Judge Anderson ordered court ad- 
journed until 1@ o'clock 
morning. 

Danie! Buckley of Davenport, Iowa, 
did not hesitate when the judge an- 
nounced his discharge.

Melped that Noted Woman in 
Forming the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union and Has Al- 
ways Been an Ardent Supporter 
of Woman's Saffragce. 


REDONDO BEACH, Dec. 28.—Mrs. 
Jane N. Dawson, one of the women 
who with Francis Willard organised 
the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union and one of the most promi- 


suffrage workers in the country for 
many years, died this morning at 6:30 
o'clock at the home of her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Welcome Smith, at No, 608 
North Elena avenue. 

Mrs. Dawson or Aunt Jane 
as she was lovingly known throughout 
the town, was confined to her bed but 
one day before her death, which was 
dué to infirmities Incident to old age. 
Had she lived until* January 27 she 
would have been 85 years of ege. 

For the past 60 years she has led 
an active public life and played an 
active part in furthering the temper- 
ance and suffrage movements. After 
working for years for woman suffrage 
in the various States in which she 
lived she prowdly cast her first vote 
last November. ; 

It was many years ago in Mrs. Daw. 
son's bedroom where four women in- 
cluding Frances Willard and herselt 
met and held a prayer meeting in 
Cleveland, Ohio, that “the 
Temperance Unio nhad its beginnirig, 
which movement rapidly spread over 
the country. Mrs. Dawson was aiso 
im the temperance  cru- 
sades in Ohio at that time. 

At one time. she was in 
evangelistic work with tHe famous 
Methodist minister, the late Bishop 
Simpson. She also lectured for many 
years at the Chautauqua assemblies. 

Tpen coming to Redondo Beach 
from her former home in Pontiac, 


and took active part in the work here. 
Although 84 years of age she spoke 
at many public meetings in the past 
year at Glendale for woman suffrage 
and was an enthusiastic of 
the Republican party. During her 
residence in California she divided 
her time between Glendale and Re- 
dondo Beach. 

She was born in Brooklyn, Pa., Jan- 
vary 27, 1828, and after her 
to Isaac Dawson lived in Pontiac, 
time.than before to public work.

The term “agriculture” is defined 
as meaning land whose condition of 
climate, topography, and soil pesitive- 
ly adapt it to permanent cultivation 
and the production annually of farm 
crops in quantities sufficient to justify 
a Freasonable person in undertaking 
its development.

Day is In charge of the field work 
in the Los Angeles Nationa! Forest, 
and will be accompanied by A, W. 
Magnum, an expert from the Bureau 
ef Soils at Washington, and by a 
small party of carefully selected for- 
est rangers. They will start their 
field work on the Santa Ana River, 
rear Highlands, while Morrow with 
his party will trek northward and 
“head in” to the Santa Barbara Na- 
tional Forest somewhere in the vicin- 
ity of Saugus.
